Vacaville 

The town of Vacaville 
dates back to 1851, when 
Manuel Cabeza de Vaca 
deeded to William Mc- 
Daniel nine square miles of 
land for $3000 on condition 
that one square mile of it be 
devoted to a town named 
Vacaville, and 200 town lots 
be deeded to Vaca. In 1856 
the deed was confirmed 
and building commenced.

The first recorded Fiesta held by the white man in this area 
took place at the celebrated Pena Adobe in 1848 to celebrate the 
marriage of a granddaughter of both the Pena's and Vaca's. The 
Fiesta lasted a week and guests came from all over California. 
Since then no Fiestas are recorded in Vacaville until 1916 and 
thereafter intermittently. The Chamber of Commerce and city 
of Vacaville has sponsored Fiestas since 1958, and is an annual 
custom.
